Comin g to Illin ois in 
1813, he selected Dixon as his future 
home an d commen ced the practice of his 
profession amon g such men as Heaton 
aud Patrick of this place ; Kn ox an d 
Drury of Itock Islan d ; Sweet an d Turn er 
of Freeport; Jud ge Drummon d , Wash* 
burue, Campbell, Huge an d Sheld on , of 
Galen a ; Loop of Bockford , an d lfurlbuit 
of IJelvid ere. 
Aid ed on ly by his in d omitable will, his 
scholarly attain men ts, an d his legal quuli 
ficatioos, Jud ge Eustace soon rose to the 
highest position in the profession , aud 
main tain ed that stan d in g un til the d ay 
of his d eath. No ord in ary man could 
have d on e this, an d n o great man with­ 
out con stan t exertion could have ac­ 
quired such d istin ction at a bar, most of 
whose members would have been an or­ 
n amen t to an y bar east or west, n orth or 
south.

31.-T h e sensational 
fctorv which comes from CeJ ar Kapids re- 
warding the Haddock case has revived a n ! 
streng thened a theory which many thoug ht­ 
ful citizens here have entertained ever since 
the nig ht of the « hocking trag edy , 
lh a t 
theory was that some old enemy had taken 
advantag e of the ex citem ent of the times and 
deliberately took the clerg y man’s life, con­ 
fident in the belief that the saloon element 
would be held responsible, 
and that some 
one of their number would be arrested, tried, 
convicted and hang ed for the brutal crime. 
Wencil Cerney , 
a Bohemian carpenter, 
while laboring under the delusion tha t ho 
was at last being hunted down for the Had­ 
dock murder, attempted to commit suicide 
in a lumber y ard at Cedar Rapids, 
As ho 
came to Sioux City from Chicag o about the 
t ime of the trag edy and left very soon a fter­ 
ward there were some who hinted to him, it 
is reported, tha t he had something to do with 
the crime. The suspicion seems to have haunt­ 
ed him. 
After the doctor had sewed up the 
would-be suicide’s razor g ashes an inter­ 
preter remarked: 
“ They have found out who kilbd Had- 
c| 0(1^ ^ 
“ No they haven’t,” promptly responded the 
wounded man, 
“Tney have 
not found 
him.”

As soon as Cerney somewhat recovered 
from the attempt upon 
his own life he be­ 
came reticent and would not converse on the 
subject of the murder. 
For several weeks prior to the fatal n ig ht 
of Aug . 3, 1*5(1, Siox C ity was in the throes 
of intense excitem ent, caused by 
the a t ­ 
tem pted enforcem ent of the Clark law. Rev. 
Mr. Haddock was pro m in en t in securing ev i­ 
dence and appearing as a witness ag ain st 
saloon men.

COES 
A PROTECT VE TAR FF BENEFIT 
FARMERS 


H. II. Iiug bcs read the following pup« r 
before the Farmers’ Club: 
A correct solution of the prob lem must 
b e that it cither does or does not, and if 
it does not, theu it must te detrimental 
and injurious to the farming interests, 
and the object of t h s discussion of the 
subject by the members of this club is to 
g ive expression to the views entertained 
by them individually and throw lig ht up­ 
on this subject upon which such opposite 
opinions seem to exist. 
The question, in 
a certain sense, may bo considered a p o­ 
litical one, just as all questions affecting 
the body politic and requiring leg islation 
are political, but not necessarily party 
questions. 
And on this question we find 
i *en in the Republican party favoring the 
protective policy and others opposing it, 
and the same condition of things exists 
among the men who are in sympathy 
with, and g ive their adherence and sup­ 
port to the Democratic party. 
Now*, it is 
a well known fact that the wag es paid for 
labor in all its branches, to mechanics and 
common laborers in this country under 
our protective tariff system, is immensely 
in excess of the wag es paid in foreign 
countries, and hence in view of the abun­ 
dance of laborers and the extremely low 
wag es paid them, g oods of nearly all des 
criptions can be manufactured in foreign 
« •ountries and sold at a g ood profit to the 
manufacturer at very much less prices 
than they can be manufactured and sold 
here under the system of wag es paid 
here, and the alluring, tempting argu­ 
ment is constantly being held up to the 
farmers’ view by men who are interested 
in the overthrow of the protective policy 
’hat we could buy everything we need so 
much cheaper if only thi9 abominable 
protection was abolished ; and taking on 
ly a one-sided view of the question, that 
uf buying cheap, so many of our farmers 
are led into the Cobden Club trap, they 
do not stop to think of the difficulty in 
buying what is actually needed when we 
have nothing to buy with. 
A tariff on 
foreig n importations collected 
at our 
ports of entry, must necessarily be tw o­ 
fold in its nature. 
The one that of pro­ 
ducing revenue to the g overnment, the 
uther that of affording protection to home 
interest« . 
A tariff on article« such a« are 
not and cannot be produced in this coun­ 
try can only be a tariff for revenue; there 
can be no protection to home interests in 
that, but a tariff on raw materials and 
manufactured articles such as can be pro­ 
duced and manufactured here, must be in 
*,he very nature of it, calculated to afford 
both revenue to the g overnment and pro­ 
jection to home interests, and the lower 
the tariff the less protection afforded, und 
*♦§ a necessary consequence the lower the 
prices of everything. 
The result of a prop­ 
erly reg ulated tariff, affording reasonable 
protection to « 11 home interests, 
is a 
plethoric treasury and n prosperous co n . 
i.ition of the country; manufacturers e n ­ 
abled to pay fair wag es to laborers, and 


tbe laborers enabled to pay fair prices 
to 
the farmers for their p rod u ce ; the deb tor 
class enabled to make g am s 
ab ove a liv­ 
ing ant! gradually reduce their deb ts, and 
those who « re fortunate enough to b e o ut . 
of deb t enab led to accumulate something 
each tear, with which to make improve j 
liients and add value to the taxab le prof - , 
erty of the country. 
Whereas, 
on tne 
other hand, a very low tariff on foreign 
imports affording almost no protection m 
all, means an em pty im e-ury, scarcity of 
money, low | rices for ev<rything, m anu 
factories slopped, iron w orks idle, hands 
out of employment, the deb tor class com­ 
pelled to b e despoiled of their property 
and homes b ecause they’ cannot make 
anv money to pay deb ts with, « ml very 
little progress or improy« m ent in the 
country 
b ecause of hard times. 
The 
country under tins condition of things 
soon b ecomes flooded with foreign goods 
b rought here b y importers who gather up 
the gold and silver for exportation to pay 
for them, and the classes of men b enefit 
t e d b y this condition of tnings are the 
foreign manufacturers, the importers of 
foreign goods, find the eapilnlists who 
hold the mortgages against the d« b tor | 
class, and upon foreclosure of mortgages 
get the property of the deb tor class lor 
half its actual value, thus adding to the 
wealth of those already wealthy, and in 
creasing tb e numb er of the poor. 
There 
is also another class of rneu who are b en* 
etitted b y this condition of things. 
I re­ 
fer to officials who are remunerated for 
their services b y lees, as is the case with 
such « fticials as sheriffs, constab les and 
justices of the pence in many of the slab s 
for Lard times greatly increases ‘.heir b us­ 
iness and revenues 
And wherein or how 
there can he any other result than ruin to 
the farming in te n s ts of the country, iu 
this condition of ib ines, is b eyond my 
comprehension, Iu conversation a short 
time ago with a b usiness man in Dixon, 
a Repub lican in politics and opposed to 
tbe principle of protection in regulating 
tb e tariff laws, lie admitted that an ab an­ 
donm ent of the protective feature in the 
tariff, would necessarily b e productive ol 
a great riductiou in prices and values, 
b ut argued that it won;« ] b e just a- wtli 
for all concerned to have such a reduc­ 
tion of prices ami value« , 
That* it the la­ 
b orer can purchase just a« much for fifty 
cents under that system, as he could un ­ 
der the protective tariff system for a dol 
lar, that he would b e just as weil off to 
work for iifiy cents a day, under the one 
system, as he would fur a dollar tinder 
the other system, and that the farmer will 
b e jus t as well off to take twenty-five 
cents per b ushel for his corn as he would 
to gel fifty cents, and everything else in 
the same proportion, if he can purchase 
everything he wants at the same proper 
tionatu rate. 
A nd taking only a short 
sighted view of that argum ent there seems 
to b e some plausab ility in it. 
B ut let us 
look it through; let us follow it to its le­ 
gitimate results. 
It i9 a commendab le 
trait in any man to w a n t to lay up some­ 
thing in his younger days and while in 
the prime of life, that he m ay acquire a 
home of his own and som ething to d e ­ 
pend on in sickness and old age. 
Every 
man of good common sense loves to see 
young men industrious and economical, 
and disposed to shun 
all tho places that 
are calculated 
to filch their earning s out 
of them and give them little or no 
value 
in return, and to aim at accum ulating the 
means to procure 
a home and a depe n d ­ 
ence for rainy days and old age. 
But 
ab olish the protective 
policy and return 
to the empty treasury, em pty purse and 
low price system, and how slow must b e 
the process of accumulation. 
Life would 
b e too short for a poor 
m an to save 
enoug h from his earnings to pay for the 
most hmffb le kind of a home. 
An» l how 
ab out the prospect of the deb tor class b e­ 
ing ab le to pay their deb ts if you tumb le 
to the anti-protective, low-valueand 
low* 
prico policy? 
It is an indisputable fact 
that a large majority of the 
farmers all 
over this northwestern country are more 
or less involved in deb t. 
T he much 
abused class of m en who ha ppe n to have 
weulth at their command and m oney to 
loan, and have accommodated the fa rm ­ 
ers with money, and taken mortg ag es on 
their property, aa I said before, 
is one of 
tb e classes to b e benefitted b y a return to 
the knock dow n system of values, 
b e- 
causo the low prices of tb e farmers* pro­ 
duce will not pay 
expenses, and pay 
deb ts, no matter how cheap he gets w ha t 
he muat b uy. and the result is that the 
capitalist, 
the already wealthy man, gets 
the property upon 
foreclosure of m ort­ 
gage, b ecause the farmer is unable to pay, 
and because of the scarcity of money 
there ia no demand 
for farm property, 
and it passes from the mortgagor to the 
mortgagee 
for perhaps 
less than half 
what should be its actual value, and the 
debtor cannot help himself, and becomes 
a victim to the low price, low wag es and 
low value policy. 
T he past experience 
in tho history of our 
couutry has demon 
stratcd this position to b e a true one, hut 
on this point 1 will have m ore to say b e 
fore I close my arg ument in favor of the 
protective policy. 
N ot loug since 1 read 
an article iu the Sun from the fruitful 
b rain ami pen of my friend Mr. McKios- 


try, condem natory of the protective r o - 
icy for the reason that it was the c a us e « f 
t it* erection and estab lishment of too 
m tti.y manufactories in our counlry, ha v­ 
ing a tendency to induce in or.*; lab orers to 
com e lit re from foreien countries to com 
peie wiih 
I he lab orers already 
lore. 
Now 1 t us look ihat tin oiy through and 
ask <« uiselves is it a correct one? 
If it is
